(He remarks — that 
Canada hag proposed a 20 per cent 
reduction in acreage and asks the 
question: ‘Ig Australia in a posi- 
tion to withstand the blow to its 
primary development that must fol- 
low the revérsion of one-fifth of its 
grain acreage to grass? Can we, 
in short, afford to grow leas wheat 
just because something akin to pan- 
ic is sweeping the grain strongholds 
of the world?” The writer then 
goes on to mildly suggest that N,A.

Urge, Acreage Reduction 

John I, McFarland,’ general man- 
ager of the Central Selling Agency 
of the Canadian Wheat Pool, who 
wag in Calgary recently, gave an 
interview to a Calgary paper in 
which he urged that acreage re- 
duction be considered by the sur- 
plus producing countries in order to} 
restore wheat values. Wheat pro- 
duction is bound to be reduced, he 
said whether by agreement or ‘“‘sur- 
vival of the fittest’ in fighting off 
bankruptcy. Industry cannot re- 
vive until agriculture has been res- 
cued, he said, and the reduction of 
acreage in all countries is a first 
necessity in order to improve cereal 
prices. 

Farmers’ Strike Reported, 
In Argentina 

Argentina farmers are up in arms 
and threatening to go on strike un- 
less their demands are met by the 
government. The new Argentine 
crop is in full flood tide and the 
growers are bitterly disappointed 
with prices and conditions in gen- 
eral. They are asking for the es- 
tablishment of standard rentals; a 
reduction of interest to 4 or 5 per 
cent; a moratorium on debts;  re- 
duction in land taxes; and a fixed 
price for their grain. If these de- 
mands are not met they say “they 
will not seed any crop beyond what 
is needed for their own require- 
ments,

of light. 

Sunlight, whether natural or arti- 
ficial, hag certain effects upon the 
\ We know, from personal ex- 
perience, that sunlight burng and 
tans the skin. We also know that to 


cn pepe the exposure ig properly 
régulated, gives ug a sense of health 
and energy. 
Studies made of the effects of light 
on the human body have shown that 
itis of great value in the prevention 
of rickets, that it ig most useful in 
the treatment of a limited number 
of diseases, that it is of questionable 
value in others, and that it is actu- 
ally harmful in certain conditions. 
Because light treatments have 


exaggerated claims which have been 
made, nor for the widespread use of 
lamps regarding the extent of the 
power of which, the user is ignorant. 

There ig no simple rule for apply- 
ing Nght in the treatment of dis- 
ease. The area to be exposed, the 
source of light to be used, and the 
dosage, together with the condition 
of the individual and his reaction to 
exposure, are all points which must 
be considered ig the dangers arising 
out of the abuse of Nght are to be 
avoided. 

A real danger lies in self-treatment 
with light. It treatment ig required, 
the use of light needs to be as care- 
fully prescribed and supervised as 
does any other form of treatment. 
Light is not a cure-all. In some con- 
ditions, when properly used, it is a 
valuable aid in treatment; in others, 
ag we have said, it may be definitely 
harmful.
